right"—and explained to his father. 
The owner of the window, however, 
had been there ahead of him, 
and, 


touched by his honesty, had given back 
the dollar and added another 
to it. 


Furthermore, he gave George a job in 
his store, and the story ends by re- 
marking triumphantly that 
George 


"in a few years became the merchant's 
partner, and now he is rich." 


It adds that George "often thinks 


of the broken window," which seems 
only fair. 


In the later Readers, for older pu- 


pils, this moralizing \vaj not so evi- 
dent; the bulk of the material was 
composed of selections from famous 
writers.

upon the market. 


The automotive industry changed the 


complexion of the rubber market entire-' 
ly, a market that was for the most part in 
the hands of Great Britain. Immediately 
following the war the British government 
surrounded the rubber industry with cer- 
tain restrictive orders which aroused the 
charge in this country that it was the 
purpose of Great Britain to use the rub- 
ber industry to milk America and the rest 
of the world to pay the enormous British 
war debts. That might have been an ex- 


• aggerationxbut'to some extent at least, or 
in part, it was true. The restrictions how- 
ever had the natural tendency of putting a 
stimulus upon Dutch rubber production 
so that in the last six years the propor- 
tion of the world's supplies of rubber con- 
tributed by the Dutch 
plantations has 


doubled. The same restrictions induced 
.the starting by Americans of large rubber 
plantations in the jungles of Brazil but it 
would be some years before they could be 
"operated to produce profitably. In the 
' meantime Great Britain has reaped a fair 
harvest from its near control of the in- 
dustry. 


When the war came to a conclusion it 


.found Canada practically -dry with 
the 


"exception of the 
Province of 
Quebec 


which to the thirsty immediately became 
one of the most favored spots 
in the 


world. Quebec sold its 
alcoholic bever- 


ages at high prices in comparison to pre- 
war days, and the government made the 
'•money. It might have been a fair busi- 
ness had it been limited to Canadians 
alone but with prohibition on this side of 
the border Quebec and other Canadian 
provinces which removed the ban against 
alcohol had a great influx of visitors from 
the United States, people who had there- 
tofore shown little interest concerning" 
Canada. The Dominion has 
no rubber 


plantations but it has found through alco- 
hol a source of revenue that swiftly re- 
turned it to a strong position financially 
despite the demands of war debts. 


A few years ago Florida held out both

Last winter 
the number of American tourists going 
into Cuba was estimated by the Cuban 
Chamber of Commerce at fifteen thous- 
and a daj-, many of them, no doubt, fas- 
cinated by stories of Sloppy Joe's Place 
where the only music furnished was the 
shaking of cocktails. Some Cubans now 
say they care little about the sugar and 
the tobacco business, that if they 
can 


keep the American tourists coming in the 
wintertime as they go to Canada in the 
summertime, their future is fixed.

Just when Great Britain, Hol- 
land and America as well were

O 
down tropical forests to make way 
for 


great rubber plantations, German scien- 
tists announced the successful production 
of synthetic rubber, claimed to be sub- 
stantially cheaper and as durable for all 
purposes as the genuine article. Who can 
tell what change in the current of world 
affairs will return Quebec to the serenity 
of quiet summers and rest up Sloppy 
Joe's arm in the wintertime?

Plenty for Mrs. Busybody to Do at Home Instead 


of Gadding 'Round the Neighborhood 


THE SICKLY NONTUBEItCl'LOSIS CHILD 
Let's have a little chat about the kind of <-lnM 


that gives parents a great deal of anxiety but dyes 
not, after all, have tuberculosis. I don't mean tin- 
regular kid that cultivates an obsession of "mak 
heart" under the nambypamby control of induK'i-nt 
parents or foolish grandmother of neurotic aunts;, 
nor the pampered and spoiled child that just nat- 
urally learns, under bad discipline and overt-are, to 
be very disagreeable and unamiable under the cloak 
of 
"nervousness." 
This youngster we're talking 


about is underweight, whatever that may be, and 
perhaps easily fatigued and without pep; he coughs 
more 
or 
loss—though goodness knows too many 


smart kids learn to cough to mother's entire .satis- 
faction. Some busybody, some crepe hanger, per- 
suades mother to lay in a stock of thermornc-tcis 
and watch the child's temperatxire, and sure enough, 
she discovers that now and again it is several frac- 
tions of a degree above what the busybodies assure 
her is "normal." 


Maybe the poor child has had a severe bronchitis. 


or even pneumonia some time or other—a seriou^ 
mistake for a child of overindulgent parents, for 
they are pretty sure to endow the child with "ueak 
lungs" ever afterward. Or worse yet, some putter- 
ing old doctor lias fireproofed his bridges by ex 
pressing the fear that the youngster is destined to 
develop tuberculosis. 


Did you ever watch a cat stalking a bird? As the 


predatory rascal creeps and crawls closer and clos- 
er and makes little furtive runs toward his prey, 
and -flattens 
himself close to the ground where 


there is no good cover, he keeps that old tail switch- 
ing slowly behind him. What for? Is he trying to 
frighten the bird away? No, no. It is just instinct, 
evolution, heredity, breeding manifesting itself. The 
cat's ancestors away back had to keep the way clear 
behind them in case the prey happened to prove 
formidable 
or 
dangerous, for a quick getaway. 


That's precisely the way some of our most popular 
doctors handle the prognosis and diagnosis. They 
never make any avoidable mistakes. 


When children in their tpens behave as though 


they were going to have tuberculosis, the first thing 
to do for them is a proper physical examination, not 
a farcial paper inquisition such as school medical 
inspectors make, but a real health examination such 
as a good private practitioner makes, and very of- 
ten it requires the highest skill and ability for the 
doctor to determine whether or not the child has 
tuberculosis. A tuberculin (skin) test is not unlikely 
:o prove positive in children in their teens—that is, 
:he test gives the. characteristic hivelike reaction 
at the point of application; but this by no means 
ndioates that the trouble is tuberculosis, for the 
most adults react positively to the skin tuberculin 
:est, though only a few have active tuberculosis. 
But if the tuberculin skin test is negative, no re- 
action, that is a fairly reliable indication that the 
present trouble is not tuberculosis. 


When the physical examination discloses no ob- 


vious explanation for the child's ill health, and the 
tuberculin test is positive, X-ray study of the lungs 
s in order and this may give strong corroborative 
evidence 
to support the doctor's opinion, though 


X-ray evidence is by no means conclusive one way 
or another.

spread and conduct yourself accordingly, you do 
take some risk of contracting it, that is, if your 
friend is in the active stage. If your friend talks 
with you. the invisible mouth spray may possibly 
carry tubercle bacilli to a distance not over five 
feet. Should she cough or sneeze without covering 
nose and mouth, the spray may carry as fur as 12 
feet. If the patient is well cared for, or if she is 
intelligent and conscientious, there is practically no 
risk involved in your visits. Only children must be 
kept from the close environment of the tuberculosis 
patient.

BISMARK AND GERMAN 


LITERATURE 


In his biography, "Bismarck; the 


Story of a Fighter," Emil Ludwig 
makes much of the fact that during 
the period of nearly 30 years while 
Bismarck was virtually the dictator 
of Germany he almost never enter- 
tained a German literary man or in- 
tellectual. 
He regularly held 
"at 


homes", once a week during many 
years and he was extremely active 
in entertaining at his home diplomats 
and politicians and kings and generals 
and princes and all sorts of people. 
But almost never a man of letters or 
a scientist or a musician or anybody 
connected with the arts or learning. 


Germany during those 30 years pro- 


duced some very great men, some of 
them still on the scene today, but so 
far as the government of 
Germany- 


was concerned from the early sixties 
to the early nineties, they did not 
count. They were given no recognition 
or official encouragement. The Bis- 
marck government, through its atti- 
tude, seemed to say they were irrelev- 
ant in tire development of Germany. 


Ludwig emphasizes 


much that the reader 


the 
fact 


gets the 
im- 


pression it was 
one of 
Bismarck's 


greatest weaknesses as a far-sighted 
ruler of a great state. "Which doubt- 
less it was. Throughout the world's 
history there are many examples of 
rulers who have redeemed their repu- 
tation almost solely by reason of the 
fact that they gave encouragement to 
genius. Kvcn 
Frederick the Great, 


warrior though he was, was also wise 
enough to welcome literary genius to 
his court. 


Any single explanation that can be 


given of 
the political and 
military 


course of Germany since the retire- 
ment ot Bismarck to 191S is too easy 
and docs not explain' more than 
a 


part of the situation. 
But it seems 


likely that this .•strange and 
small- 


minded attitude of Bismarck was 
at 


least a factor in 1he spirit of official 
Germany 
that 
finally 
led to 
the 


debacle of the "World war. Bismarck 
seems to have reckoned only with 'fac- 
tors of military strength, 
with 
po- 


litical balances and so on. JTe seems to 
have felt that the intangibles repre- 
sented in literature and pure science, 
in art and mu.sic were irrelevcnt 
to 


government. Tf the artists and 
in- 


tellectuals could have made their in- 
Muence through the mind of the dic- 
tator, wouldn't the national policies 
of J:ui-ope have been greatly modified 
and the history of the world changed? 
11 is at least a possible guess. 


But why this Bismarckian boycott 


if 
artistic 
and intellectual 
intclli- 


lence? Ludwifv sives no answer, con- 
tenting himself with 
recording 
the 


fact. The probable answer is that Bis- 
marck was afraid of the writers, ar- 
tists, scientists, intellectuals. lie was 
a man of very great powers but his 


greatest weakness was'that he could 
never bear an underling who had 
opinions of his own. Anyone 
who 


would serve Bismarck and the state 
must submit his mind almost uncon- 
ditionally to the mind of Bismarck. If 
he did not do that he had to go. Only 
once in his long career, Ludwig re- 
ports, did Bismarck tolerate an un-' 
derling who stood up to him and told 
him to his face that he didn't agree 
with him. This man was Kurd von- 
Schlozcr, 
his 
secretary while Bis- 


marck was ambassador to St. Peters- 
burg. For the rest he tolerated no one 
who did his own thinking. 


Bismarck probably understood 
in- 


stinctively that no matter how much 
power he might have politically 
he 


would be unable to control the literary 
or artistic or intellectual genius o'f 
the German empire. Genius usually 
is genuine because of the very 
fact 


that it lecognizes no superior in its 
field. The great writer would cease to 
be truly great ideas. A great writer 
cannot be an underling in the 
true 


sense to the most powerful 
political 


person on earth. Ho is a'n emperor in 
his own right and political supremacy 
means nothing to him. 


The only thing a man like Bismarck 


could do was to ignore such people, 
act as if they did not exist. In this 
way he preserved his own 
personal 


feeling of .superiority but he did it at 
the expense of the highest good of his 
country. He was a genuine himself 
and a great man, oven a great writer, 
as his letters .show, but in no respect 
does he appear to poorer 
advantage 


than in his boycott of 
tellectualism.

by 10 o'clock, and they must always 
be accompanied by a suitable chaper- 
one.
